out mid-year.

But Romney found himself a new CIO to get the job done. Louis Gutierrez will
start work on February 6. "Gutierrez will be responsible for overseeing the final
stages of implementation of the state's new OpenDocument format proposal, to
go into effect in January 2007," Romney announced.

— Proper encoding of authored table header content

— Author-defined logical navigation of page objects in presentations

— Provision of alternative text hints for hyperlinks




ODF 1.2 (2007)

= A variety of enhancements which may include:
— metadata enhancements

— better XForms integration
— additional accessibility work

— Specification of spreadsheet formulas

— Interoperability with Chinese UOF format
